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1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 27-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims recite a program for performing a mathematical function. The 
"program" claims are non-statutory as not being tangibly embodied in a manner so as to 
be executable. 

However, in order for such a claimed computer-related process to be statutory, 
the method claims must include either a step that results: (1) in a physical 
transformation outside the computer, (2) in a limitation to a practical application, or (3) 
performed specific machine/element(s). Accordingly, claims 27-32 are clearly directed 
to a non-statutory process. 

3. Claims 26 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Orling. 

Orling has been discussed in the previous Office Action, dated 12/24/04. 

Due to the similarity of claims 26 and 32 to cancel claim 20, they are rejected 
under a similar rationale. It is noted that claims 26 and 32 add the addition "post 
processing" step / "post-processing process" features, respectively. However, the 
features are very broad. Orling 's device should have the features, e.g., provide / 
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transmit the result to other device(s). It would have been obvious to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to design the claimed 
invention according to Orling's teachings because the reference discloses method and 
apparatus for FFT computation having "bit-reversed order" feature as claimed. 

4. Claims 27-31 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 101 set forth in this Office action.
